RrssELLViiXK, 
Ky., Dec. 18.— 
Swaj-ing to and fro in the breezes, a 
half mile south of town, hanging to 
a little cedar tree, are the bodies of 
Dink and Arch Proctor, and lying 
in the county jail here is the dead 
body of Wili Praetor, half brother 
to Dink. 


At 2 o'clock this morning a mob 
visited the coimty jail, and after 
battering down the front door and 
forcing the jailer to give up the 
keys, went to the cells for the Proc- 
tors. 
The oldest, 
Will 
Proctor, 
cursed the mob, and was shot dead 
in his cell. 
The other two were 
taken out and hanged. 


Three weeks ago Arch Proctor, 
aged twenty, stabbed Aaron and 
Doc Crafton to death at Adairville, 
this county. 
Aaron died immedi- 
ately and his brother lingered for a 
week or more. 
One week ago the 
Proctors had their examining trial 
for the killing of Aaron Crafton, 
and Dink and Bill were acquitted. 
Their examining trial for the killing 
of Doc Crafton was set for today. 


The mob numbered about 100 and 
did their work quietly and with 
dispatch. 
Bill Proctor has been 
tried three times for murder. 


SIGNAL VICTORY. 


The Federation 
Stands by 
Its 
President. 


Goinpex-s is Exonerated From the Charge of 
Being Too Partial Towards the 
Free Silver Element. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 18.—Presi- 
dent Gompers scored a signal victory 
in executive session of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
Charges that 
he had been unduly active in his 
official capacity in working for free 
silver in the recent campaign were 
held to be unfomided, and to show 
their faith in him tjie delegates gave 
him a vote of confidence. 
The fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted : 


"Resolved, That, having 
heard 
the charges of alleged wrong-doing 
by President Gompers during the 
recent political camijaign, we in- 
dorse the, president's position, dis- 
miss the charges and exonerate him 
from all blame. ' ' 
^ 


It was ordered that -the selection 
of the place for holding the next an- 
nual convention be made immedi- 
ately after the election of officer^ at 
the afternoon session. 


The special order of the hour wasy 
the following resolution by Delegate 
Ashe, of Boston : 


"WHEREAS, The written constitu- 
tions of the several states constitu- 
ting the United States, and also the 
constitution of the United States, 
provide that the supreme courts of 
the United States and the supreme 
courts of the several states shall ex- 
ercise the right of reviewing legisla- 
tions, and, that 


WHEREAS, In the exercise of the 
rights conferred, the courts of the 
several states, and also the supreme 
court of the United States, have re- 
peatedly set aside as null aud void 
laws duly and formally enacted by 
the representatives of the people ; 
and, 


"WHEREAS, The exercise of such 
authority by the aforesaid courts 
violâtes the fundamental lïrinciples 
of a political organization 
which 
claims to be a government of the 
people, by the people, and for the 
people ; and, 


"WHEREAS, No authority 
con- 
tained on paper, or exercised by the 
courts can be greater than the will 
of the people when formally enacted 
into law ; therefore, 


"Resolved, That we, the delegates 
of the American 
Federation 
of 
Labor, in convention assembled, de- 
mand such amendments to the con- 
stitution of the United States, and 
the constitutions of 
tlie 
several 
states thereof, as will deprive the 
aforesaid courts of power to set aside 
laws duly enacted by the legiilly 
chosen representatives of the peo- 
ple, as we believe this projjer func- 
tion of courts to be to expound and 
administer law, but not to make it.

"Resolved, That the United States 
use its friendly oflftces with the gov- 
ernment of Spain to bring the close 
of the war between Spain and Cuba.'' 
Secretary Olney urged that no 
action 
be taken at present and 
pointed out that there is no real 
government 
to 
recognize. 
The 
agreement to report the Cameron 
resolution was reached immediately 
after Mr. Olney left the committee 
room, a quarter past twelve o'clock, 
and was arrived at without division 
or expressed difference of opinion. 
The only division was as to the time 
that the resolution should be re- 
ported to the senate. 
Senator Cam- 
eron moved its report on Monday 
next. 
Senator Sherman suggested 
that the report should not be put in 
until after the holidays.

FRANCISCO,

18.—Bob 
Fitzsimmons gave out the following 
statement last night: 
"To the Public: 


' 'I desire to extend to the many 
kind and synipathetic fri(^nds that I 
have made in San Francisco my 
sincerest thanks for their words of 
kindly cheer during my effort made 
in the court in the viiin endeavor to 
recover the $10,000 which, thoiigh 
honestly won by me, Avas as dis- 
honestly talicn from me by the 
foulest conspiracy ever ijerpetrated 
in the annals of pugilism. 
I was in- 
(hiced to commence the suit in the 
belief that the issue of fraud which 
I cliarged 
would be 
fairly and 
squarely met and I was encouraged 
in that belief when General Barnes 
stated in court that he wanted the 
doors of investigation thrown wide 
open and wanted this case deter- 
mined upon justice alone. 
Finding 
that the '^justice of the case was 
with me and that I had fully estab- 
lished the fraud which I 
charged 
had been perpetrated, he sought 
refiige in the weakness of the law^ to 
give me my just rights and moved a 
dismissal of the case on the gromid 
that the contest was nothing but a 
prize fight and that the court 
was 
therefore powerless to relieve. 
The 
utter hopelessness of the defense in 
this case was manifest when resort 
had to be made to a motion of this 
character asking for 
a 
decision 
which might involve the liberty of 
the defendant as well as those con- 
spiring with him. 
I am pleased 
that the public know all of the facts 
of this case and I am willing to 
stand or fall by their judgment. 
Fully realizing the great injustice 
done me, and also 
done 
every 
fair-minded 
citizen 
by 
the 
par- 
ties 
to 
thi.s 
foul 
conspiracy, 
I 
still 
have 
faith 
in 
the 
believe that there are honest refe- 
rees yet to be foiind in San Francis- 
co, and I announce myself as ready 
to make a match with any one 
whom I have not already defeated, 
making, however, the exception in 
favor of Sha.rkey, whom I am will- 
ing to meet at his ijleasure. 
In con- 
clusion I would assert that I have 
always been an enemy of foul blows 
and foul methods and that the feel- 
ing, I hope, Avill continue with me 
so long as I shall continue to be 
proud of the honest and true friends 
that I have made durihg my stay in 
San Francisco.

ship out surreptitously. 
Recog- 
nized as belligerents, the 
Cubans 
would have the right to obtain mili- 
tary stores anywhere within the 
^nited States, and ship such stores 
without let or hindrance just as the 
Spanish now do. If the Cubans 
have a responsible government it is 
surely our duty to extend to them 
the same privileges that Spain en- 
joys. If we do not step in to stop 
the quarrel let us at least stand aside 
impartially. 


CUBA has an area of 43,319 square 
miles, with a coast line of about 
1,300 miles. 
Its population is 1,500, - 
ODD, and Havana, on the north coast, 
is its most important city and by far 
the finest port in the West 
Indies. 
The population of Havana is 230,000, 
and the other cities of importance 
are Matanzas, population 
87,000; 
Santiago de Cuba, 72,000: Puerto 
Principe, 47,000; Cienfuegos, 66,000 ; 
San Espiriteu, 33,000; 
Cardenas, 
24,000. 
Much of the island is cov- 
ered with dense timber forests and 
the low coast lands are frienged 
with lagoons. 
Bearing this fact in 
mind, it will not be difficult to 
understand how filibustering expe- 
ditions are able to land supplies, or 
how the soldiers of Gomez and 
Maceo eluded the vigilance of Wey- 
ler and his generals. 


The Lodge Bill Passes. 
The senate has passed the immi- 
gration bill known as the Lodge 
bill, with a new section providing 
the exclusion shall not apply to 
persons arriving from Cuba during 
the continuance of the present dis- 
orders there. 
The strength of the 
bill was greater than had been ex- 
pected, the final vote being 52 to 10. 


As passed, the bill amends the im- 
niigration law so as to exclude frohi 
^mission to the United States all 
persons over sixteen years of age 
jwho cannot read and write the 
language of their native country or 
isomqiQther language, but an admis- 
immigrant, 
over the age of 
pixteen, m a y bring in with him, or 
pend fpr, his wife or parent or 
;^andparent or minor 
child or 
grandchild, notwithstanding the in- 
ability to read and write. 


For the purpose of testing the 
ability of the immigrant to read and 
write, as required in the bill, the in- 
spe3tion officers shall be furnished 
copies of the constitution of the 
United States, printed on numbered 
uniform pasteboard slips, each con- 
taining five lines of the constitution 
printed in,the various languages of 
the immigraiits jn double small pica 
type. 
These ,slips shall be kept in 
boxes made for that purpose and so 
constructed as to conceal the strips 
from view, each box to contain slips 
of but one language, and the immi- 
grant may designate the language 
in which he prefers the test shall be 
made. 


Each immigrant shall be required 
to draw one of the slips from a box 
and read, and afterward write out 
in full view of the immigration offi- 
cers the five lines printed thereon. 
Each slip shall be returned to the 
box immediately after the test is 
finished and the contents of the box 
shall be taken up by an inspector 
before another is made. 
No immi- 
grant failing to read and write out 
the slip thus dra^vn by him shall bo 
admitted ; but he shall be returned 
to the country whence he came at 
the expense of the steamship or 
railroad company which 
brought 
him, as now provided by law. 


The inspection officers shall keep 
in each box at all times a full num- 
ber of these printed pasteboard slips 
and in the case of each excluded 
immigrant shall keep a certified 
memorandum of the number of the 
slip which the immigrant failed to 
read or copy out in writhig. 


The Cuban section added to the 
bill provides that the act shall not 
.apply to. persons arriving in the 
United States from any port Or 
l)laci in the island of Cuba during 
the continuance of the present dis^ 
order.s there, ])rovided such persons 
have heretofore been inhabitants of 
that island.

The supreme court has decided a 
case involving the right of a circuit 
court to enforce, hy attachment and 
imprisonment, an order, made hy it 
upon granting a divorce, for the 
payment hy the husband of a speci- 
fied sum of money each week for 
the support of a child that is given 
into the custody of the wife. 
The 
coiirt holds that obedience to such 
an order may be so enforced. 
Ida 
M. Stonehill was granted a divorce 
from "Warren Stonehill by the cir- 
cuit court of St. Joseph county, and 
given the custody of their little girl. 
At the same time the court ordered 
the husband to pay his divorced 
wife $'S. 50 a week for the support of 
the child. 
He failed to make the 
payments for eight months, when 
she appealed to the court for a. rule 
against him why he should not be 
punished by attachment and impris- 
onment for contempt in failing to 
obey the order of the court. 
The 
court refused to grant the i-ule and 
dismissed her application, and she 
appealed to the supreme court. 
The 
court holds that the circuit court 
had power to make the order requir- 
ing the money to be paid, and that, 
liaving made the order, it was its 
duty to issue a rule to show cause 
why the order was not obeyed. 


A special dispatch to the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer, from Columbus, Ohio, 
states that John Kuhns, a brother 
of the notorious Marvin Kuhns, is 
in jail there with the comparatively 
simple charge of stealing a $50 horse 
opposite his name on the slate. 
It 
is extremely iirobable that Jack will 
meet his brother, Marvin, in the 
Ohio state prison, where the latter 
is serving a life sentence for the 
murder of his partner, 
William 
Campan, at Fostoria, about six years 
ago. Marvin was captured after a 
bloody fight with Deputy Sheriff 
Wilkinson and Officer John Ken- 
nelly, and it seems that Jack fol- 
lowed suit, for Detectives Fox and 
Mahony, of Columbus," were given 
a lively fight before, they subdued 
him. 
John 
Kuhns, 
while 
but 
twenty-three years old, was early 
schooled in crime, having served a 
term of three years in the Indiana 
penitentiary, where he was sent at 
the age of fifteen years. 
The crime 
with which he stands charged was 
committed early last spring, and 
soon after its commission young 
Kuhns left for Indiana, where he 
stayed until a few days ago. 


The supreme court has just de- 
cided an interesting point in law re- 
garding the maintenaiiice of watch- 
men at the railway crossings in lit- 
tle villages. 
The case was . that of 
the town of Crown Point, Ind., vs. 
the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis railroad, and it grew 
out of the refusal of the defendant 
to build gates and employ watchmen 
at three crossings in that village. 
The court fotmd for the defendant, 
deciding that a railroad is on an 
equality with the citizens and imder 
the statute the town had no right to 
r-eqyure it to protect its citizens.
